Messrs Smith and Roberts Made the 
“Only Speeches in Legislature » 
uy Yesterday. 


The debate upon the address in re- 
ply to the speech from the throne 
came to a sudden termination in the 
legislative assembly yesterday aiter- 
noon and this annual introduction 
to the real work of the session is now 
a thing of the past. There were but 
two speakers, the mover, George P, 
Smith, of Camrose, and the seconder, 
L. M. Roberts, of High River. It is 
customary, according to parliament- 
ary usages for the leader of the op- 
position to follow the mover and sec- 
onder and he in turn to be followed 
by the premier. 

When Mr. Roberts sat down all 
eyes were turned on R. B. Bennett, 
but he sat imperturbably reading a 
journal of the House. A Jong drawn- 
out period of silence followed, but 
still Mr, Bennett gave no indication 
of the knowledge that he was the 
centre of attraction. Eventually he 
looked up and seeing the eyes of Pre- 
mier Rutherford and others fixed upon 
him remarked nonchalantly, “I havn’t 
anything to say.” 

Thus the debate ended and other 
members who were awaiting Mr. Ben- 
nett’s speech were deprived of an op- 
portunity of acdressing the House. 
After a further pause the speaker put 
the motion to the House that the re- 
ply ‘be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant governor and it was unan- 
imously carried. 

Two. Excellent Speeches. 

Both Mr. Smith and (Mr. Roberts 
were distened to with close attention 
by a Iarge audience and the members 
frequently greeted the eloquent re- 
marks of mover and seconder with ap- 
pause. Both apoke fluently and their 
addresses were marked by a spirit of 
optimism in the future of the pro- 
vince. The characteristic note was 
the greatness of Alberta in agricul- 
tural and mineral wealth. Mr. Rob- 
erts, himself irom the United States, 
hhappilg referred to the immense im- 
migration from the republic to the 
couth and said that the new-comers 
realized that theyt were giving their 
allegiance to a country whose laws 
were better than their motherland.

Sydney, N:S., Feb, 14.—President e 
lummer, in reply to a letter from L, ’ 


T. Lewis, president of the U.M.W. of 
A., has stated the position of the com- 
pany as regards to settlement of the 
strike at the collieries. 

Mr. Plummer says that the wages 
and hours‘ of labor which are offered 
to the men are reasonable, and that 
they are satisfactory to a large num- 
ber of the employees now at work in 
the mines, Under these circum: 
stances, any meeting with representa- 
tives with those formerly in the com- 
pany’s employ is neediess, as it 
would be regarded as a recognition of 
the association, which is contrary to 
the company’s policy. 

Mr. Plummer adds that while _he 
symMpathizes with the desire of Mr. 
Lewis to find an honorable way out 
of the difficulty, he can o suggest 
that when a line of action has been 
adopted, which is found to be a mis- 
take, the real honorable way out is to 
admit the mistake and begin afresh.
